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ABSTRACT 

This report details achievements and progress of the Alabama 
State College System for the 1995-96 academic year. Included are introductory 
remarks from the Chancellor, and a report on state board's new partnership 
with the Association of Community College Trustees (ACCT) . State board 
achievements in the areas of management and accountability are detailed, 
including establishment of operating procedures for board business meetings, 
development of temporary fiscal conservation guidelines, revision of auditing 
guidelines for two-year institutions, approval of an increase in out-of-state 
tuition charges, and development of an improved physical property inventory 
system. Also included is an overview of topics discussed at the Statewide 
Education Summit. The summit, convened in November 1995, brought together 
individuals from all levels of education, government, and the public and 
private sectors to discuss how to work together to improve education. Topics 
included competition in a global economy, academic standards, governance and 
accountability, funding, technology, teacher quality and competence, 
leadership, and citizen involvement. Appendices include profiles of Board 
members, listings of the counties and colleges served in each district, a map 
of the various districts, and contact information for each of the 33 
colleges. (KM)

STATE BOARD COMMITMENT 

M EMBERS of the Alabama State Board of Education 
were introduced to the Association of Community College 
Trustees (ACCT) during the Department of Postsecondary 
Education's orientation for the Board in January 1995. ACCT is 
a nonprofit educational organization of governing boards for 
community, junior, and technical colleges. Membership is 
open to state coordinating boards, advisory boards, and state 
associations. The purpose of ACCT is to strengthen the 
capacity of community, junior, and technical colleges to 
realize their missions on behalf of their communities through the 
development of effective lay governing board leadership and 
advocacy at local, state, and national levels. Important 
activities of ACCT are trustee education, assistance to boards 
of trustees in developing and affecting public policy, local 
board service, promotion of the role of community colleges, 
and education leadership.

THE ALABAMA COLLEGE SYSTEM 
MISSION STATEMENT 



On October 26, 1995, the Alabama State Board of 
Education adopted a new mission statement for The 
Alabama College System. The statement, presented 
below, provides a concise overview of the main goals 
and objectives for Alabama's public two-year colleges. 

The Alobomo College System, consisting of public 
two-yeor community, junior, and technical colleges and 
on upper division college, seeks to provide accessible, 
quality educational opportunities; promote economic 
growth; and enhance the quality of life for the people 
of Alabama.

The members of the almost entirely new Alabama State 
Board of Education began their terms by taking swift and 
decisive action in fulfilling their statutory responsibilities and 
their mandate from the voters of the state of Alabama. Not 
content to follow the traditions of the past, the Board 
implemented management and accountability initiatives 
to gain familiarity with the two-year college system and to 
take firm control of it as a whole. 

Management 

The Alabama State Board of Education has initiated 
several steps in its efforts to manage effectively and 
efficiently its own operations. Those steps, described in this 
section, have proven to be excellent tools for the members 
of the Board to gather the information necessary to make 
informed decisions. 

At a postsecondary retreat in January 1995, members of 
the Board decided to separate the business meetings for 
postsecondary matters from elementary/secondary mat- 
ters. Postsecondary business meetings are now held on the 
fourth Thursday of each month, and elementary/secondary 
business meetings are held on the second Thursday of each 
month. Realizing that the volume of matters for 
consideration and action at both levels can be 
overwhelming, the Board instituted work sessions wherein 
they can receive and discuss information about issues and 
items that are to be presented at the business meetings. 
Postsecondary work sessions are held on the second 
Thursday of each month, following the elementary/ 
secondary business meetings. These practices have resulted 
in more meetings and extended travel time for Board 
members, but their effectiveness is beyond question. 
Members attend business meetings equipped with the facts 
needed for them to make informed decisions on issues 
concerning The Alabama College System. 

Another excellent initiative created by the Board is the 
establishment of operating procedures for Board business 
meetings. In February 1995, "Rules of the State Board of 
Education for Postsecondary Matters" were implemented. 
These rules set forth specific procedures to be used by the 
Board in conducting its monthly meetings. Among other

provisions, the ruies designate a pariiamentarian for Board 
meetings, estabiish an agenda format to be used at aii reguiar 
meetings, specify procedures to be foiiowed in pubiic hearings 
before the Board, and provide a time iine for the submission of 
requests for Board action. These ruies of procedure have greatly 
enhanced the effectiveness of the Board in conducting its 
meetings. 

Accountability 

Acting on what its members beiieved to be a charge from 
voters, the State Board of Education has piaced emphasis on 
accountabiiity within The Aiabama Coiiege System. With a 
conviction that the Department of Postsecondary Education 
could assist them in accountabiiity measures, the Board passed 
severai poiicies and resoiutions designed to provide the 
Department with the necessary toois. The most effective and 
outstanding of these measures are described in the information 
that foliows. 

Temporary Fiscal Conservation Guidelines 

The intent of the “Temporary Fiscai Conservation Guideiines," 
as adopted on February 9, 1 995, was to allow the State Board of 
Education to perform effectiveiy its governance function for aii 
pubiic two-year colieges and Athens State Coiiege while 
allowing the institutions of The Aiabama Coiiege System to 
continue to fuifili their roie, scope, and mission. The "Guidelines" 
were developed in an era of funding scarcity, magnified by 
mandates for accountability and quaiity, and encouraged by 
the Board's expressed affirmation to support its empioyees and 
their continued commitment to students and instructional 
excellence. These "Guidelines" assisted the Chanceilor in 
enforcing restrictions in System expenditures for personnel, 
instructional programs, and capital facility projects. 

Foiiowing expiration of the "Guidelines" on Juiy 31, 1995, the 
Aiabama State Board of Education enacted a "Resoiution In 
Support Of Temporary Fiscal Conservation Guideiines" on 
August 29, 1995. This resoiution enabied the Aiabama 
Department of Postsecondary Education, the pubiic two-year 
coileges, and Athens State Coiiege to continue to abide within 
the spirit and intent of the originai guidelines. Ail departmental 
divisions have incorporated this latest set of "Guidelines" into the 
various processes of assessment and technical assistance to 
produce the foiiowing substantiai results: 
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For the academic period, faii quarter 1993 to faii quarter 
1994, 22 new associate degree programs, four program 
upgrades, and five interinstitutional program transfers were 
approved, in contrast, only one program upgrade was 
authorized from faii quarter 1994 to the present time. 

Preiiminary new program pianning refiects a systemwide 
decrease from 136 degree or certificate instructionai 
programs in the academic year 1994-95 to a six program 
degree prospectus for the academic year 1995-96. 
Collectively, the implementation of even 10 programs could 
have constrained the capacity to operate within functionai 
expenditure budget amounts. 

Off-campus separate courses deciined from 2,275 that 
were approved in the 1993-94 academic year to 724 that 
were authorized through December 15, 1995. This represents 
a decrease of 1,551 off-campus separate courses, or a 68 
percent deciine in eighteen months, in this same time frame, 
approved off-campus sites decreased from 57 to 45, or 21 
percent. Aithough 1995-96 off-campus enroiiment figures 
are not avaiiabie, it is significant to note that 1993-94 data 
showing 24,430 students deciined to 20,352 off-campus 
students in academic year 1994-95, which represents a 16 
percent drop. 

Audits 

The State Board of Education substantiaiiy revised its 
policy reiative to audits of two-year institutions to ensure 
sound financial management documented by annual 
audits. In addition, the Board authorized the Chanceiior to 
initiate and direct audits and reviews of any or aii coilege 
operations, in 1995, the Department conducted seven 
speciai reviews. Results of these reviews inciuded 
strengthened internai controis, improved instructionai 
programs, and assurances of compiiance with Board poiicies 
and departmental procedures. 

Out-of-State Tuition Rate 

Recognizing that Aiabama's pubiic two-year institutions are 
iargeiy supported with state tax doiiars and shouid be avaiiabie 
for Alabama residents, the State Board of Education approved

an out-of-state tuition rate two times the instate rate. The 
Board continues to recognize the reciprocity agreement with 
the Georgia Board of Regents which exempts out-of-state 
tuition rates for students residing in Georgia counties 
contiguous to Alabama. 

Physical Property Inventory 

In October 1995, the State Board of Education adopted a 
physical property inventory policy, and the Chancellor issued 
corresponding guidelines. The policy requires colleges to 
inventory and control all property items costing at least $500 
and having useful life of at least one year, as well as items 
deemed sensitive, and to conduct an annual physical 
inventory of all applicable personal property, owned or 
acquired by the college. The completed inventory must be 
reconciled to the college's financial statement for the 
appropriate fiscal year. 

The policy and corresponding guidelines provide colleges 
with a tool to safeguard properly the investment of each 
college and improve internal control procedures. Because 
the policy became effective upon adoption. System 
colleges must be in compliance by the end of the 1995-96 
fiscal year. 

Statewide Education Summit 

Keeping its pledge to provide quality education at all 
levels in Alabama and seeking the close cooperation and 
support from all elements of the educational community, 
representatives of the general public, the business and 
industry communities, and the administrative and legislative 
branches of government in Alabama, the Alabama State 
Board of Education called for a Statewide Education Summit 
by resolution in August 1995. The Summit was organized by 
the Alabama State Board of Education in cooperation with 
the Governor's Office and the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education. Its purpose was to bring all levels of 
education, all branches of government, the public and 
private sectors, and groups with differing opinions together in 
order to foster the support and commitment needed to bring 
about positive change in the area of education. 
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The Statewide Education Summit was held at the Embassy 
Suites Hotel in Montgomery, Alabama, on November 29 - 30, 
1995. The theme, "Alabama Citizens Working Together for 
Education," reflects the belief of the Board that the probiems 
reioted to funding, facilities, and student achievement ore 
not insurmountable if everyone works together to achieve a 
common goal: "Providing quaiity education for the citizens of 
Alabama." 

The Summit's first session featured a iecture on "Aiabama's 
Future" by Mr. George Landegger, chairman, Porsons & 
Whittemore, Alabama River Pulp and Alabama Pine Pulp. 
Mr. Mark Musick of the Southern Regional Education Board 
presented the keynote address entitled "Historical Perspec- 
tive of Education in the Southeast." Mr. Neal Wade, president 
and chief executive officer of Economic Development 
Partnership of Aiobomo, shared with participants education 
survey resuits on "Where Aiobomo Stands Educotionoliy." A 
panel discussion on "Where Does Education in Alabama 
Need to Be in 5, 10, 15 Years?" inciuded Ms. Amy McMulien, 
student representative; Mrs. Sue Mclnnish, parent represen- 
tative; Mr. Neal Travis, large business representative; Mr. Frank 
Fitts, small business representative; Dr. James Dearth, 
professional representative; and Dr. C. C. Baker, retired civic 
representative. Mr. Eimer Harris, president and chief 
executive officer of Alabama Power Company, served os 
facilitator for the panel. The Honorable Fob James, Jr., 
governor of the state of Alabama, was the luncheon 
speaker.
